The capital of the County of London 
derry js the city of the samo name, Lon- 
donderry, mado famous for the tenacity

Aw application for the position of teacher 
in School No, 5 wan received trom Mary 
J. Henry, Napanee. 

A communication was read from the Local 
Inspector of Public Schools, regarding de- 
duction trom teachers’ salaries of subsorip 
tions to Superannuation Fund, 

The quarterly report of the Inspector waa 
handed ip and the reading deterred until 
the next meeting of the Board, 

Mr. Glass handed in the reportof the 
Finance Committee, recommending that 
the teachers’ salaries and a number of ac- 
counts be paid. 

The report waa received and adopted. 
Mr, Diamond reported verbally that the 
building now being fitted up in Baldwin 
Ward to accommodate the children lately 
attending School No, 4 was not quite finish: 
ed, He had not got all the accounts yet, 
but was happy to state that the fitting up 
would coat leas, by about $100 than the sum 
authorized. The rooms would be more 
comfortable than those in the old school 
which was burned, and the children woold 
have a covered play ground, He had 
rented the building from the Trust and Loan 
Company al $100 for 10 months, The schoo! 
would be opened on the 8th instant. 

Mr, Wills moved, seconded by Mr, 
Diamond, That the Chairman of the Build- 
ing Committee be authorized to examine 
and countersiga all ordera made by the 
Architect of the Union School on account 
of anid school before payment of the same: 
is made by the Treasurer.—Carned. 

Mr. Wills moved, seconded by Mr, 
Hambly, That the teachers of the Public 
Schools in Belleville do produce and lay 
before this Board at its next meeting, their 
certificates of qualification, sothat the same 
may be examined before their re appoint- 
ments—Carried. » 

Mr. Wills moved, secondod by Mr. 
Diamond, That the Secretary-Treasurer be 
requested to lay -before this Board the 
agreements entered into by this Board and 
the Teachers employed by them, at the 
next meeting of the Board after their re. 
pective appointinents; and all agreements 
shall be by contract under seal, 

Mr. Hambly thought no teacher who 
wished to break his contract could easily 
do so by negligently performing his duty. 

Mr, Diamond pointed out that the law 
made provision that the members of the 
Board were personally liable for the salaries 
ot teachers not engaged under seal, 

Mr.Shepard wanted to know if the teach- 
ers in any town orcity in the Dominion 
were employed under seal? He thought 
not, and could see great difficulty in carry- 
ing out the proposed innovation. If he 
could see that the proposed system was in 
general use andcould be of advantage he 
might think differently, There bad been 
no difficulty heretofore with the toachers 
here, and he was opposed to binding them 
down as proposed, “4 

Mr. Sawyer thought if the teachers, were 
not engaged under seal, difficulty might 
arise in making requisitions for money on 
the town. 

The Chairman favored the plan of en 
gagement under seal as a protection to the 
teachers, 

Mr, Diamond said he had neyer known 
any other municipality which did not en- 
gage its teachers by contract under seal. 

The motion was carried, 

Mr. Willa moved, seconded by,Mr, Ham- 
bly, That a Committee of three be appointed 
to obtain information as to the manage- 
ment and working of Industrial Schools, 
and to report the same to this Board at 
their earliest convenience. 


Mr. Wills stated that he made this ino~ 
tion merely for the purpose of enquiring 
into the working of Industrial Schools, 
Such schools were at work in England and 
the United States, but not as yot in Canada, 

The Chairman said a subject was aug- 
gested to him by this resolution, A clause 
in the School Act provided that the Trus- 
tees should ascertain how many children of 
age fit to attend school were not sent by 
their parepts, in order to compel their at- 
tendance, Was the Board to take action 
in this matter or not? The law provided 
that the Trustees should do so, and if the 
were in default any person could report 
the same to a Magistrate. The Local In- 
spector was also required to report on this 
subject. 

Mr. Wills thought it would bea mere 
act of justice to provide for the education 
of the poorer class of children. His motion 
was mat, for the appointment of a Com- 
mittee to investigate and find out how 
many did not attend school, 

Mr. Shepard had no objection to the 
mere appointment of a Committee if no 
expense was connected therewith, but did 
not see that in this town there was a large 
enough fleld for an Industrial School, He 
questioned if, among the Protestant people 
of the town, they would find 20 children at 
home who ought to be sent to school, or 
not sufficiently well clothed to be sent to 
the Public Schools, He was in favor of a 
compulsory ayatem of education, If Mr, 
Wills brought forward a resolution to en 
quire as to how many children ought to be 
obliged to attend school, it would be more 
practical. 


Mr. Diamond argued against the adop- 
tion of the resolution, on the ground that 
the Bourd were guing to expend a large 
sum in the erection of a Union School, and 
that the people might think they meant 
immediate action by the appointment of a 
Committee, and becomé afraid that a heavy 
debt would be incurred, Until the Union 
School was erected and fairly working,and 
they found how many pupils attended, it 
was not a proper time to think of any 
action in connection with the erection of 
an Industrial School. If they sought for 
information it would certainly look as if 
they meant action. 

Mr. Northrup could not seo the desra- 
bility of appointing a Committee under 
present circumstances, 


Mr, Sawyer agreed with Mr. Northrup, 
They bad, in the exponse incurred in the 
erection of the Union School, gone beyond 
what he wished to go. He was sure that 
not one member of the Board but regretted 
that the expenditure was so great, but he 
bad not been able to seo how they could 
do better, Ho was not disposed to go on 
with anything further tor the next twelve 
montha, 

Mr, Hambly wished it to ho distinotly 
underatood,in aeconding Mr, Wills’ rovolu- 
tion, that be did so without any desire 
whatever of incurring any oxpense in the 
matter, or without having wny ulterior 
object, more than that embraced ja the 
renolution, Viewiog the object of the 
same as applying to ‘compulsory education,’ 
ho had no objections againat, seokiog in 
formation on the subject, and therefore 
would second the resolution, but with that 
view only, ua anything to further incroase 
the expenditure jn sohool matters, in the 
shape of Increased school accommodation 
beyond that now under way, would moet 
with his earnest digapproval. 

Mr, Wills contended that no expenditure 
would be incurred until the matter was

know whothor the expenditure connected 
with an Industrial School would be much | 
or little, but thought it would be emaller 
than expected, Amongst the rate payers 
avd be spoke for himeclf—thore existed a |

fitto hake useful citizens of that class, 
Thoy ind to live and ts mingle 
the other clavsea of the community, and it 
Was only justice to try to vlovate t 
much as Ilo was sorry to seo 
objection taken to the very name Of educn 
ting thatolnws. The enquiry would cost 
nothing. Hv hoped, for the name of the 
Board whieh would go abroad, that they

Mr, Shopard said Mr. Wills had miscon- 
atrued the purport of his remarks, He had 
no objection to educating the poorer classes, 
aud the law made itcompulsory to do so, 
He favored the extension of education to 
every class, nnd 80 long as they had accom 
modation in the schools they ought to 
compel all to attend. Bat there was no 
field here for what is called an Industrial 
School. There.was ample accommodation 
in our schools for all the children in the 
town, and those who did not attend should 
be compelled to do a0.

Mr, Wenasley thought the Public Schools 
were intended for every child, and that they 
are compelled by law to attend. He 
would be glad, for his part, 1f every child in 
Helleville were compelled to atteud scbool. 
He was opposed tothe appointinent of a 
Committee, which he thought meant somo- 
thing. There was plenty of roomin the 
Public Schools at present to uccommodate 
our entire school population, 

Mr. Willa said there was another law 
which regulated the attendance of children 
at school, which might be termed a natural 
law. A boy who went into a school 
dressed in ragged clothes was pointed at, 
and sneered at, and virtually driven out 
by his fellow scholurs, That natural law 
Was stronger than any statutory law, If 
enquiry were made, he was satisfied that 
they would find that the number of child 
ren who did not attend school was nuarer 
100 than 20, 

Mr. Shepard—Amonget the Protestant 
population ¢?’ 

Mr, Whills—*'Protestant and Oatholic,” 
He would not take sectarian ground, but 
would act on the general principles of 
Christian charity, The Roman Oatho- 
lics had a perfect right to attend our 
schools, unless they chose to become sup 
porters of separate schools, His idea of an 
industrial school was to take in children 
who did not attend other scbools, to teach 
thom to sew, to do household work and other 
useful occupations, together with the general

Mr. Diamond moved in amendment, 
seconded by Mr, Northrup,That the resolu- 
tion be lnid on the table, He believed that 
information regarding Industrial Schools 
would soon be issued by the Department of 
Public Instruction, This would be more 
valuable than could be obtained by a Com- 
mittee such as they proposed to appoint. '

The 
Roman Catholic Priests do not want the 
money from the Corporation, as they got 
enough from the Government; this source 
of revenue rendering they quite independent 
of the people, wlio, aa tax-payers, might 
interlere in school matters, &. About the 
middle of September last, Judge Taacho 
reau stated in Court, that he could not give 
judgment in this case, an he was a party 
interested, being a holder of Corporation 
securities. If the Judge held those neouri- 
ties before the month of April, ho should 
not have heard the case at all, and it he 
had acquired them since, he did what was 
manifestly wrong, and what no concientious 
judge should have done. The objection 
was brought before the other judges, who 
decided that judge Taschereau was not 
disqualified to render judgment ; but up to 
thin date, the 18th December, no judgment 
has been rendered.

It willbe remembered that last Legis- 
lature a Bill was introduced by the late 
Ministry, and passed authorizing the re- 
valuation of Crown lands in certain locali- 
ties, among others in South Grey, Ino ac- 
cordance with that goodand prudent meas- 
ure, two valuators were appointed forthe 


and a Mr, Tornbura, The township of Proton 
was their special fleld. They went over it 
carefully and reported ‘to the Sandfield 
Macdonald Governmtnt their valuation, 
ranging from twenty-five to seventy five 
cents per acre, The report of the valuatora 
liad not been acted upon when the Govern-- 
ment was killed; and it was, therefore, 
doubtful whether that extremely low valu~ 
ation would or would not be accepted. So 
matters stood when the Blake: Scott Coali- 
tion came into power, At that time Messrs. 
Lauder and Dickey were canvassing South 
Grey, whose settlera naturally felt grateful 
to the former for the prominent part he had 
taken in ‘putting the Re-valuation Act 
through the Legislature. The moment Mr. 
Dickey’s friends yaulted into office over the 
carcaée of the constitution they had strangl- 
ed, that moment the township of Proton 
was put under what may be called Crown 
Intimidation Law.” Mr, Lewis, one of the 
yaluators, appeared in the townsbip, held 
five meetings, went from house to house, 
and laid down to the settlers : 

“That the present Goverment, ho was author. 
ized to say, would accept the low valuation he 
and his colleague had made, if the townshi 
would vote for the Government's candidate. 
not, not.’’ 

That cold-blooded statement had the 
desired effect. The original valuation of 
the Iands in Proton had been about $2 per 
acre, tod on a 100 acre farm the interest 
would probably amount to $150, If the 
Government accepted the valuation of 
Messrs. Lewis and Thorburn, the owner of 
each one hundred acre farm would 
saved $20, $50, $75 and $100, according to 
the rate of bis valuation, whether 28, 50 or 
7S cents per acre, “In other words, if the 
settler voted for the Government candidate 
be would pocket a sum varying by tho 
nature of his land from $25 to $100, and in 
many cases over that amount; if he voted 
for Mr. Lauder he need expect nothing. 


To assure themselyes of the truth of Mr. 
Lewis’ criminal proposition the settlers 
took occasion at one or two of the public 
meetings held in the Township to ask for 
proof, for ita corroboration, It was then 
that Mr, Nixon, of this city, stepped tor- 
ward and gave evidence which directly 
and unmistakeably connected the Blake 
Scott Coalition with the infamous trans- 
action, Mr, Nixon was a Grit, He was 
bent on lending a helping band to Mr. 
Dickey. 

Bofore starting for the South Grey cam- 
paign he deemed it prudent to be provided 
with ammunition from the hands of the 
pew Government, With that view, he 
waited on the Hon, Mr. McKellar at the 
Queen’s Hotel. He wus told that Mr. Lewia' 
the valuator of Proton, ‘tknew all the land 
matter aud was posted what to do,” Mr, 
Nixon next morning met Mr, Lewis on the 
train,and learned from his lips of what Mr. 
McKellar bad given him # scanty outline, 
viz,, of the intention to employ the re-valu 
ation as # yote rack and suffrage ecrew on 
the electors of Proten, Mr.Nixon was thus 
able to give corroborative evidence of Mr, 
Lewis’ atatement, which thereupon became 
the most powerful influence in Mr.Dickey’s 
bebalf, Mr.Lewis and his friends made no 
secret of it. Whole hamlets in the Riding 
are ready to stand up and attest Mr, Lewis’ 
bid,. The election returns attest the deadly 
influence of the scheme, Proton, that last 
March gave Mr, Lauder a majority of near- 
ly 200, this time, driven to yote against 
conscience by the Government ngent’s 
threats, gave him but @ majority of six; 
while in the other townships unaffected by 
the Re-valuation Act, he steadily held his 
own. Mr, McGee, Reeve of Melancthon, 
Mr, Slack,Councillor ot the same townsbip, 
Mr, John McDowell, J. P., and Mr. Mc- 
Cardle, township clerk of Proton.and many 
others can be called on to prove it, and ib 
a day or two we hope to lay before the 
country the affidavits of some of the most 
respectable men of the district, who,regardy 
less of party, cavnot suffer eo gross and 
patent a violation of the rights of the sub- 
ject to be mado without an effort to let the 
world koow the truth, 

Such is the conduct of the men now in

Harrroxp, Jan. 8—The triple murder at 
Windsor Locks on Tuesday, briefly report: 
ed last night, proves to haye been a most 
horrible affair. The victims were Timothy 
Billings and his wife and Juiia Hays, a 
young woman and inmate of his house. The 
house had a bad reputation for years. A 
man who visited therd was found dead from 
thé effects of drugs. Billings und his wife 
were arrested, but nothing could be found 
against them. Two peddlers first discover- 
ed that there had been u tragedy there yes- 
terday, and told a workman in the fields 
who went'"to' ie house, but was so horror~ 
atricken that hé ‘did not inform the authon- 
ties of the village until evening. On visit 
ing the house the body of Billings and the 
two women were found covered | with 
wounds trom the butt of a gun, 

An’ attempt had been made to fire the 
house. The peddlers way they saw two 
meu going from the house across the fields 
as they approached. The peddlers were 
arrested, but were not held. ‘oung man 
hamed George Granger, of eld, has 
been arrested on suspicion. He was absent 
from home for a couple of doya preceeding 
the murder, and is known to have visited the 
house. This morning he borrowed a suit of 
clothes of another person, and left his home, 
Ho was one of a’ party of three men who 
were carried tothe house on Monday, and 
were leit there. Several others have beou 
arrested on suspicion, but discharged. Kd« 
ward Loomis and Charles Day, of Windaor 
Locks, the lattera butcher, are! also under 
arrest, The country is being ‘sedured to 
find those who went! to the house’ with 
Granger. Three hundred dollars reward 
for the arrest of the murderera is offered by 
the town authorities.

The 
presence within the limits of the Town of 
five burying grounds, sending their deadly 
exhalations abroad, vitiating the air we 
breathe, cannot but be extremely prejudicial 
to the health, paving the way for the cholera

have the power to rohibit burials 
within the Corporation, In my view, you 


would act In strict accordance with your 
duties if, after the most full and ample 
notice given, you passed a By-Law prohibit~

effect of passing the By-Law would be to 
compel action, and would elther secure o 
public cemetery or a cemetery for each de- 
nomination, . 

The appropriation voted for the construc- 
tion of the proposed “ market ” and purchase 
of the requisite lands was $80,000, Plans 
prepared and submitted to the Council were 
adopted unanimously ; tenders advertiged for 
and received, offering to build and complete 
the new Market for a sum which will enable 
the Council not only to construct and thor. 
oughly furnish the building, but pay for the 
lands required, leaving a balance of the ap- 
propriation, I trust that the work will be at 
onoe begun, and am persuaded that theypro~ 
posed Market, if built in accorjance with the 
present plana, will fully meet the require. 
ments of the citizens, and be a credit and an 
ornament to our town,

Mr. Hambly said any one who examined 
this report would see that it looked like a 
“ put-up job” and smacked considerably of 
“ringism.” He very strongly objected to 
the report, on the grounds that in it the 
opinions of the people had been ignored, 


Nothing is so conducive to health and 
comfort as an abundant supply of pure water, 
Virulent diseases aro sald to abound where 
the aupply of water is insufficient. Samson 
Ward has suffered terribly for want of water, 
Many citizens entertain the opinion that an 
adequate supply of water for the necessities 
of the lower Ward can be obtained at small 
cost from th® Meyers hill, I trust the Coun. 
cil will obtain the opinion of skilled men as 
soon a8 practicable as tg the feasibility of 
supplying not only Ssmson Ward but the 
entire town with water from the several hills 
within the Corporation. 

The Lower Bridge is in such « precarious 
state as to render crossing with loaded teams 
very dangerous ; my belief is that it ought 
to be at once removed and replaced by an iron 
girder bridge, Experience shows that the 
cheapest bridge is pot always the best. 

Tbe Union School Buildings will add much 
to the beauty of our Town, and will unques- 
tionably give an impetus to education, 

The idea of connecting the County of Prince 
Edward with Belleville by a swing bridge, is 
not new, but has not yet been seriously en- 
tertained. An eminent engineer recently 
stated that such a bridge could be easily con 
structed at a cost of about $80,000. Possibly 
Princs Edward County would ansist the 
undertaking by a liberal bonus, At the open- 
ing of navigation Mr. Gildersleeve will place 
his new steamer (constructed expressly for 
bay traffic) upon the waters of our bay. Any 

roject which will, with certainty, bring the 
Hoos share of PrinceKdward trade to Belle- 
ville, should receive the fullést consideration, 

All difficulties between the Town and 
County having been adjusted,it was expect- 
ed that the Court House grounds.would be 
improved. Unfortunately the same break- 
neck steps remain, the grounds presept the 
fam forlorn appearance, forming grazing 
fields for countless pigs and cows, and fit 
subjects for presentments of grand jurors and 
sarcaams of learned judges, A monster peti» 
tion might possibly have some effect in get- 
ting rid of this grevious eyesore, A park is 
energetically asked for by many. 

Decidedly the most important project in 
which thé welfare of the own is concerned 
is the Grand Junction Railway. If Belleville 
is to become a City, and have her population 
doubled in a few years, her trade and com- 
merce prosperous, she requires the Grand 
Janction Railway, Without it,it is the general 
opinion that our trade will be cut off, and 
Belleville rapidly retrograde. I believe the 
Council should aesist in the construction of 
the Railway in every reasonable way and 
manner. 

The accumulation of debris in the harbour 
will render it necessary that dredging should 
be done next summer. 

In conclusion, I ask the kind forbearance 
of, the Connell in endeavoring to perform the 
onerous duties of Mayor, The duties will be 
new to me,and time and experience only will 
perfeét mé in their discharge.

tees had been struck with the utmost fair 
ness, and he was willing to leave the peo- 
ple to decide on the fairness or the unfair- 
ness of their composition, With regard to 
the chairmanship which Mr, Hambly 
objected to take, he would say that that 
gentleman’ fitness for the position had been 
urged by his friends, both in and out of the 
Council.

The Beauties of Going to Law. 


RESUL#S IN A BILL OF COSTS AMOUNTING 
To $5,830. 


A careful observation of the proceedings 


ofour courts oftentimes reveal facts that 
are truly calculated to weaken our faith in 


the majesty of the law, We confess with 
deep regret that the popular saying, 
“ money will by anything,” is not always 
wholly untrue, 

Atthe recent term of the Olay Circuit 
Court, in the case of the State vs. Bemis 
and Miller, for stealing whoat, we are_tur- 
nished with a lamentable instance. The 
facta in the case aré as follows:—In the 
month of October, 1867, some twenty 
bushels of wheat where stolen from Olay 
county and sold early the following morn- 
ing at one ot the leading flouring mills in 
this city. The wheat was missed early in

destination in the market; and though the 
nocturnal thieves had made good their 
escape, 4 combination of circumstances and 
identification seemed to fasten the guilt 
upon the proper parties, who were arrested 
the same evening at Brazil. Under the 
privilige of the law changes of venue were 
taken before three several Justices’ Courts 
in Clay county, and three days and as many 
nights were Jost in the preliminary pro. 
ceedings, 

The parties were then bound over to 
courts, Subsequently Miller turned State's 
evidence. The case has been before tho 
courts twice yearly since that time, being 
continued ;from time to time by what were 
uniformly understood by every party outside 
the court aa frivolous excuses bucked by the 
usual affidavits. At the present term the 
case was thrown out of court at the request 
of all the prosecuting witnesses, for the 
reason that Justice could not be obtained 
and the witnesses could not afford the ex- 
Penec, The prosecuting attorney on the 
occasion made a humorous speech, The 
Hon, William Mack, of this city, was on 
the bench, and made ‘a féw remarks, 
commenting thet “this ‘Was one of those 
cascs damaging to the reputation of the 
court and a farce on justice.” 


This being a State case the witnesses got 
no fees, The original value of the wheat 
was $67,560. A witness from this city fig- 
ures his outlay as follows :—Attendance on 
court 11 times—travelling expenses, $24 , 
board, $24 ; time, 91 days, $68 ; total,§111; 
Multiplying this by the whole num- 
ber (80) of witnee and we have $3,380 ;

ajd lawyer's fees, otc,, fo the amount of 
$2,000, making the total cost $6,330. 

To his foal speech the proseciting attor- 
ney remarked that during the continuance 
of the cases several witneases bad died, and 
many others had grown from boyhood to 
be old men, Oneof the liwyera for the 
defence (Rose) had become palaied in his 
right arm; another (Coffee) had nearly 
Rone blind, while the third oue (Williams) 
bad become weak in the small of his back 
—all writing affidavits and studying F 
tences for continuance, All the witne: 
havo learned that it is better to kaow 
nothing of wrong doings in the fature— 
that to closo their eyes and suppress ull 
knowledge of crimes committed Ja ewsenti 
ally nod practically only tho exercise of the 
principle of self protection, And thus do 
our courts encourage the commission of 
crime, Is there no remedy?

Hon, Mr. Flint rose and said be had 
pleasure in moving That As. Wood, 
Esq., be appointed Warden to preatde over 
the deliberations of the County Council ot 
the County of Hastings for the year 1872. 
He made thia motion because there was po 
fault to find in the manner in which 
Mr, Wood had discharged his duties since 
he had oconpied the chair, Having 
® gentlaman Well versed in the Municipal 
laws, in the matter of their roads and 
bridges, and other business, it would be 
unwise to make any chavge. ‘True, he 
(Hon. Mr. Flint) bad been asked by gen~ 
tlemen both inside and outside of the 
Qouncil, to occupy the Warden's chair— 
and it would be an honor to any man to 
occupy that chair even for one year—but 
he saw no reason whatever fur a change. 
He advocated the keeping of the able gen- 
tleman in the chair, so long as he was will~ 
ing to serve, from year to year. 

Mr, Anderson cordially endorsed all that 
Hon, Mr. Flint bad said, and had much 
plensure in supporting the resolution, 

Mr. Emo hdd pleasure in seconding the 
motion, Mr, Wood, by bis able conduct 
of the business of the Council, bis courtesy 
and kindness, wéll deserved the honor. 

The motion-was put and carried unani- 
mously, 

The Warden subscribed his oath of office, 
and, assuming the chair, addressed the 
Council as follows :— 


Tt js almost impossible for me to command 
words by which to express—properly—my 
thanka for this renewed expression of confi- 
dence in me us your executive and presiding 
officer. I use the word ‘‘ executive” for the 
reason that the practice of this Council ia 
#uch that it throws upon the Warden duties 
that virtually make him the executive of the 
Council—and, occupying such a relationship, 
it is of the utmost importance that hi hould 
have your fullest confidence, My re-election 
to this honorable position for the ninth time 
and by the unanimous voice of the Council 
warrants me in belleving that I have your 
confidencs, and is also accepted by me as an 
appreciation of the services that I have been 
enabled to render, not only as Warden, but 
asa member of the Council for the last fif- 
teen years. Accept my warmest thanks. 
Bat a8 1 am aware that words without acts 
sre valueless, it shall be my earnest effort to 
prove by my acts that this renewed expres- 
sion of your confidence has not been mis~ 
piased) and that I value in its true sense the 

onor you haye done me. 

In looking over the Councll I see a number 
of new faces. During no year since I have 
been a member of this Councll,dol remember 
seeing 80 many changes. Butas the number 
of representatives increase, it is bat natural 
to expect that the changes from year to year 
will be greater. In 1855—the first year I had 
8 seat at this Council Board—the County sent 
only thirteen members, of whom only one is 
present beside myself to-day, In 1863 the 
first year I had the honor to be elected 
Warden, the Council was composed of nine- 
teen members, of the gentlemen composing 
the Coancil at that time, only two are pre- 
sent beside myself, as members of the Coun- 
cll of 1872, which is composed of twenty-six 
ies het . 

tis witha feeling akin to regret that I 
note the absence of faces familiar at our 
sessions of Conncil during the year'that is 
past, and while I bear a willing testimony to 
the ability and efficiency of these gentlemen, 
T trust their places are filled by those equally 
anxious to discharge the duties of office faith- 
fully and for the best interests of the County. 
It is satisfactory to note, however, that of the 
twelve Councillors present to-day, who did 
not form a part of the Council of 1871, four 
have previously occupied seats at this Council 
Board, and that most of the new menibers 
have had considerable municipal experience, 

Since the Iast session of the Council of 
1871 an old and faithful servant of the County 
has passed away—lI refer to our late Count, 
Surveyor, Robt, Francis, Esq. I know 
k the general opinion when I say he was 
faithful officer and rendered yaluable ser- 
yice to the County. From the intimate rela- 
tionship that I have held to him for the Jast 
ten years—brought about by our relative 
official positions, I became impreased with 
his worth a8 @ man and. his integrity as a 
servant of the Council, He had peculiarities 
of temper—and who has not—but a more 
manly or kinder heart never beat in any 
man’s bosom. I feel keenly the loss of his 
experience and matured judgment, and [ 
mourn for him asa man mourns fora true 
friend, 

It will be our dpty, gentlemen, at this 
session of Council, to appoint Auditors, and 
also to fill the office now vacant by the death 
of our late County'Surveyor, 

Arrangements should also be made for the 
payment of the two Boards of Examiners 
now acting under the new School Law. It 
will also be your duty to appoint Trustees 
for the Hizh Schools in place of the retiring 
members whose terma of office have expired. 

Before the Coypocll closes I will name the 
metbers of the Gravel Road Committes, 

Beyond the usual routine of business I am 
not aware of avy furthor matters of importance 
for your consideration, 

It le not the usual practice to entorthin—at 
thie posaloue application for grants on roads 
and bridges, and taklog into consideration the 
large appropriations of lastyear, by which the 
most Pressly denand forroad improvements 
wero mot. think it would be well for the 
Council to returd—for a year or two at Jeast— 
to the polley of no expenditure on roads out- 
alde of gravel roads, except In such cases when 
materini Interests of the county would be 
sacrificed by delay, 

It woald not perhaps be ‘out of place to cull 
the attention of the new mombers of Council — 
seolng there aro 80 many of them—to the im- 
portance of & careful etudy of the rules of order 
that govern the meetings of Council. Thoy 
wore formed for the purpose of pot only facili~ 
tatlog, but of giving every member an oppor- 
tunity to take part jo the business that comes 
before the Council, aod while [ shall feel ita part 
of my duty to make a liberal Interpretation of 
these rales In their application to new mom- 
bere, at the samo time éxporionce has taught 
me that an observance ofthem In the interests 
of decorum and despatch of bupinows should bo 
malntained. 

Relying.on the kindly co-operation of tho 
Council in the discharge of my duties, both 
as presiding and executive officor—which has 
alweys been ao generously accorded in the 

aat—I look forward wi loasure to our

alarm of fire, be left, in his hurried exit, his 
watch (a valuable gold one) hanging in the 
room, and continiied fighting the fire until 
too lute to dave anything. Nothing what 

ever was #avdd' from the Orange Hall, which 
waa expensively’ farnished, aod in which 
was stored a farge quantity of regalia, flags, 
banners, and other Lodge property belong- 
itig to Orange’ Lodges, Nos. 274 and 727, ; 
Preceptory No, 153R, B,'K.ol'I., and the 
“Bowell” Lodge of Young Britons, all of 
whom held their meeungs jn the Hall, So 
soon as the steamer got to work—and she 
worked apleudidly, throwing a powerful 
stream up the hill through 1,900 leet of hose 
—the further progress of the fire was 
stayed, : 

The Hook and Ladder Company aided 
the suppression of the flames by tearing 
dowo Mr, Wallis’ buildiog, which was in 
flames when the Hooks attacked it. They 
also rendered service in rescuing seyeral 
articles from Mra, Wallbridge’s, It was 
not until nearly eight o’olock that the steam 
engine ceased playing on the flames. Tho 
walls of Mra, Wallbridge’s residence and 
those of the Orange Hall, being of brick, 
are standing, but are badly injured by the 
fiery ordeal through which they passed. 

The losses, so far as ascertained at pres- 
ent writing, are about as follows: Mr. 
Ackerill—Buildings, surgical and astrono- 
mical instruments, furniture, d&o., from 
$6,000 to $8,000. Orange Lodge No. 374 
—Building, furniture, regalia, books and 


Lodge No. 727, Preceptory No. 158 and 
Bowell Lodge of Young Britons lost all 
their flags, banners, books and regalia, the 
value of which cannot at present be fixed. 
The wood sled, in which the fire 
1g supposed to have originated, con- 
tained «a quantity of wood, which was 
burned. Loss about $100. Mr. Wallis— 
Building and a few articles of furniture, 
$1,000. Mrs. Wallbridgo — Furniture, 
clothing, &c., $1,000, Mr. Beatty—books 
and clothing, $100. The total loss is cers 
tainly over $14,000; on which, unfortu- 
nately, there is not one cent of insurance, 
We need barely state this fact in order to 
call forth the warmest sympathy for the 
losera. ‘I'he Orange Lodges are peculiarly 
unfortunate, as they have lost many arti- 
cles which money cannot replace. 


The origin of the fire is involved in mya- 
tery. Owing to the fact that it broke out 
in a building in which no fires were kept, 
there isa strong suspicion of incendiarism, 
but no particular person is blamed, We 
trust—although the hope has little pros- 
pect of being realized—that the origin of 
this disastrous conflsgration may yet-be 
discovered. 


The firemen did their best under the 
circumstences, and deserve credit for the 
manner in which they braved the extreme 
cold, but the delay: in getting the 
steamer to work, owing to the lack ot suffi- 
cient hose being on the ground, rendered 
their services of little value, comparatively, 
to what they might have been, had thore 
beon hose sufficieut to reach the fire. 
Where does the fault le? Is there suffi- 
cient hose to reach to the hill? If so, why 
was it not there? If not, what have our 
Town guardians been about? Itis known 
toevery man, woman and child, that there 
is po water on either hill, beyond a few 
Wells, aud that it is absolutely necessary 
that there should be eufficient hose to 
reach from the river to dwellings on tho 
hills, We call special attention to this 
defect, in order that it may be provided 
against in the future, 

Another serious defect in our fire dopart- 
mentis the Jack of a sufficiently large 
slarm-bell. The want of this was seriously’ 
felt this morning, moat of the firemen 
failing to hear the alarm rung out by the 
tinkling little concern at the Town Hall, 

A further fuct in connection with this 
fire deserves notice; the few members of the 
Hook and Ludder Company who had heard 
tho alarm being unable to draw the waggon 
to the scene of the fire, some members of 
the Company applied for tho services of 
team of horses to draw the apparatus,which 
they say wna refused, The Captain and 
other members of the Company assure us 
that, had the services of 9 team been pro~ 
cured, they would the:
